LONDON, Sept. 14.—A contract be-| 
tween the Right Hon. David Lloyd| 
George, M. P., of 10 Downing Street, 
London, and THE New York TIMEs, 
acting in conjunction with The Chicago| 
Tribune, for serrat rgnts In the publi- | 
cation of the work comprising the war 
memoirs of the British Prime Minister | 
has now been signed by Mr. Lioyd 
George, and a duplicate of the contract 
is on its way to the United States to | 
receive the signatures of the other con- 
tracting parties. 

Reports in irresponsible quarters that 
the matter had been settled some time | 
ago can be dismissed as baseless, ‘The 
contract has just been signed and| 
delivered. 

That it is the biggest contract of its 
kind need hardly be stated. The Prime 
Minister will receive a total sum for 
his memoirs which will not fall very 
far short of one pound sterling per word, 
and every penny of the profit he is going 
to distribute in war charities. The figure 
£90,000 has been mentioned in public 
Print as the price to be paid, but that 
was more or less intelligent guesswork 
and represents only part of the total 
sum which the world is willing to pay 
for the interest of reading the personal | 
records of the great war by the one 
statesman who played a great réle from 
Aug. 4, 1914, to Nov. 11, 1918, and still 
remains at the head of affairs in his | 
own country. 


Prices Double Those Ex-Balser Gots 


The interest shown “by «Continental | 
Europe in Mr. Lloyd George’s memoirs | 
has been extraordinary. Curtis Brown, | 
Limited, the well-known international | 
publishing bureau, which is acting as} 
the British Prime Minister’s literary | 
agents, states that the demand for the| 
memoirs both in regard to serial pubs« 
lication and book rights is unprecedented 
in the history of publishing. 

It is safe to say the work = will be 
translated into the language of every 
country which owns a printing press. | 
South America jumped at the opportu- 
nity and most of the rights of publica- 
tion in that part of the world have al- 
ready been or are being disposed of, 
Every country in Europe is making con- | 
tracts for serial and book publication. 
Even Bulgaria and Finland have ap- 
plied. 

It looks as if a total more than $500,- 
000-will be attained, not one cent of 
which will be retained by the Prime| 
Minister. Nearly every contract so far 
made has been exactly double the cor- 
responding contract made for the ex- 
Kaiser’s book on the war, and the deal 
is by far the largest ever made for a 
single book.

I have cabled to 
Chief Commander Booth for further in- 
formation.”’

Any one uttering sentiments like 
those which Ciare Sheridan attributed to 
Rudyard Kipling is ‘‘ crassly ignorant, 
villainously malicious, or just a fool,’’ 
in the words of Sir Auckland Geddes, the 
| British Ambassador, who spoke last 
| night at the dinner of the National Po- 
/llce Conference at the Waldorf-Astoria. 
Paying a warm tribute to the part of 
| America in the war, warning the people 
of the allied countries of the propaganda 
of michief-makers, the Britisih represen- 
| tative specifically handled the Kipling 
incident in these words: 

‘“*I saw in the press the other day 
words attributed by a beautiful and 
charming sculptress and artist to Mr. 
Rudyard Kipling, which I have no doubt 
you saw also, 

“T am glad that Mr. Kipling has em- 
phatically denied having uttered the 
words attributed to him. If he had ut- 
tered them, he would not have spoken 
as a representative of British thought. 
He would not have spoken as a man who 
knew what he was talking about. 

‘“‘I shall never forget standing in the 
streets of London when your first Amer- 
ican soldiers came tramping down the 
street; young, strong, fresh, as our men 
had been in 1914, but as in 1917 they 
were no.longer. I shall never forget 
seeing the Union Jack and the Stars 
and Stripes flying together on the most 
official of official flagstaffs, that flag- 
staff of the Houses of Parliament. That 
was a moment never to be forgotten 
coming as it did after a long period of 
anxiety, after a long period during 
which we had seen our closest friénds 
go to the front by thousands. never to 
return again. America, cOming into 
the war when she did, played a great 
part in ending the war. 


Warns of Foolish Words. 


“The man or. woman who says other- 
wise is’ one of three—either crassly 
ignorant, villainously maiicious or just 
a fool. 

‘“‘ Believe me, people stimulated hy all 
sorts of influences will go. on saying 
|things lik that, doubt not, for many 
|years to come. Sometimes a foolish re- 
mark will be made by a Briton. Some- 
| times a foolish remark, I doubt not, 
| will be made by an American. I have 
heard some foolish remarks on this very 
same subject made by Americans, writ- 
ten by Americans, published’ by Ameri- 
cans, and I doubt not that sometimes 
ifoolish remarks wiil fall from the lips 
of a Belgian, Frenchman or Italian. 

‘“*You have got to realize that there 
is an atmosphere, a body of suggestion 
at the present moment which is apt to 
|catch a mind that is not. strongly bal- 
anced and founded on concrete things. 
Such a mind :nay be led to believe 
things which are not, and that body of 
suspicion will be, in fact surely is, 
created through deliberate malice, 
ereated with a desire to separate those 
who fought ‘together, who struggled to- 
gether and who worked together for a 
common victory. 

‘“Be on your guard. And what is the 
guard? Co-operation. Contact. Just so 
much co-operation, Just so much contact 
as we can obtain.

FIGHT HINT SPEEDS ACTION 


House Expected to Accept Re- 
port Today—Bill May Be- 
come Law Next Week.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—The con- 
servative Republican leaders of the} 
Senate and House made another sur- 
render to the progressives and indepen- 
dents today, when the conferees on the 
Tariff bill voted to abandon the dye em- 
bargo provision which had been inserted 
in conference, and to put fertilizer 
potash on the free list. 

This action was in accordance with the 
instructions given by the House yester- 
day, when 102 Republicans followed the 
leadership of Representative Garner, 
Democrat, of Texas, and voted to re- 
commit the conference report because of 
what they held to be the objectionable | 
dye embargo section, and the high 
duty of $30 a ton which had been placed 
on potash. 

Senator McCumber on leaving the con- 
ference room referred to the action 
taken, with a smile, as @ 
“‘ shameful surrendéf.”” Turning to Rep- 
resentative Fordney, another of the 
conferees, he asked: 

“Did you tell the néwspaper mén 
that they all turned Democrats’’’ 

Mr. Fordney withheld comment on this 
phase of the situation, but admitted 
that all of the Republican members of 
the conference committee had voted to 
follow. out the instructions issued by 
the House Democrats and insurgent Re- 
pubNcans. \ 

Paves Way for Quick Adoption, 


The action of the conferees appar- 
ently paves the way for quick adoption 
of the conference report on the Tariff 
bill by the House. 

Just efore the conferees left the 
meeting Representative Garner w 
called in and the decision reached was 
submitted to him. Senator McCumber 
was asked if Garner had given assur- 
ances that no further fight would be 
made against the bill. He nodded and 
expressed the belief that the report 
would be adopted by the House to- 
morrow. If that proved to be the case, 
the Senator said, he hoped to get the 
altered conference report on the bill 
befor the Senate late tomorrow after- 
noon. 


The conference report, which the 
House rejected yesterday, erected a dye 
embargo and placed a tariff of $30 a 
ton on potash. The conference report 
as revised today under igstructions from 
the House puts potash on the free. list 
and replaces the dye embargo with 
tariff rates on dyes which it is felt 
will not meet with approval of the ad- 
vocates of an embargo. 

The new rate on finished dyes for 
the first two years after adoption of 
the bill will be 7 cents a pound and 
60. per cent. ad valorem, and on inter- 
mediate dyes 7 cents a pound and 55 
per cent. ad volorem. 

After two years the rate will be 7 
cents a pound and 45 per cent. on fin- 
ished dyes, 7 cents a pound and 





and 7 
40 per cent. on intermediate dyes. 
Chairman McCumber said it was his 
understanding that synthetic and or- 
ganic chemicals were included in the 
new rates proposed. 


Rates in Original Bill. 


When the Senate and House sent the 
original tariff bills to the conferees 
different rates were proposed. The 
House asked for a rate of 7 cents a 
pound and 35 per cent. ad valorem on 
finished dyes: The Senate fixed a rate 
of 10% cents a pound and 75 per cent. 
on intermediate dyes, arid 10% cents and 
90 per cent. on finished products. 

By some the original Senate rates 
were looked upon virtually as an em- 
bargo, but the conferees shut the lid 
down tighter by absolute embargo pro- 
visions. 

The rates now decided upon by the 
conferees are therefore regarded as a 
distinct victory for the. Democratic 
members and the insurgent Republicans 
of the House who joined in yesterday’s 
revolt. 

Senator Smoot, who was said to be 
one of the backers of the $30 tariff on 
potash in the conference room, was one 
of the first to leave the meeting today. 
He did not appear to be in‘a very good 
humor and there were reports that he 
had bolted the conference, but these 
were denied. 

When the Senate and House convened 
this morning reports were in circula- 
tion that a bitter controversy was in 
prospect and that tariff legislation might 
be delayed beyond the present session. 
During a debate in the Senate the ques- 
tion was raised whether in considering 
the“instructions from the Howse to re- 
move the emvargo on dyes and put

ATHENS, Sept. 14.—Persistent but un- 
confirmed rumors reaching here relate 
that Smyrna is in great disorder. The 
Kemalist entry into that city was ac- 
companied by various explosions which 
threw the population into a panic, these 
reports state. 

A well-known resident of the city, who 
@rrived here today, said that when the 
Kemalist army entered on Saturday 
morning a hand grenade exploded 
among the cavalry.

GENEVA, Sept. 14.—Almost every 
other subject has faded into insignifi- 
cance in’ Geneva beside the disarmament 
discussions. Although the sorry politi- 


cal conditions of Europe, make definite 
progress on a radical scale most difficult, 


observers see much more sincerity than 
in the disarmament debates of last year 
and the year before. 

The feature of this year’s movement is 
the effort of France to push disarma- 
ment projects. This is due largely to 
Henry de Jouvenel of the French dele- 


gation, a member of the Senate and rep- 
resenting the Briand faction in French 
politics as opposed to the Poincaré fac- 


tion. De Jouvenel’s work -is~ to rid 
France/of the reputation of being mili- 
tarist. 

Today Brazil blocked temporarily the 
adoption of the British proposal to call 
next Spring an international naval con- 
ference to complete the work begun at 
Washington by extending the provisions 
of the Washington Naval Treaty to all 
powers having capital ships and to fix 
a limitation on auxiliary craft and sub- 
marines. The proposal of H. A. Be 
Fisher, which really is Lioyd George's, 
calls for asking America to aid in the 
work. 

The Brazilian delegation stated they 
had instructions from their Government 
to say that if it was proposed to fix 
limits on the basis of the status quo, 
as was done in Washington, Brazil 
could not consent, since she would have 
only two capital ships, whereas she 
planned to build four. 

Poland also objected that being a new 
nation she had praetically no fleet and 
would be barred from building any if 
the status quo arrangement held.

General Reduction in Past Year. 


The figures of the Secretariat show 
that 1921 marked the high water level 
of European armaments and that there 
has been a general reduction of Eu- 
rope’s armed forces by 25 per cent. the 
past year. 

France spent for armaments in 1920 
7,335,000,000 francs, 6,817,000,000 in 1921 
and 5,236,000.000 in 1922. Deducting ex- 
penses recoverable from Germany for 
the Rhine army and cost of the gen- 
darmerie France spends this year on 
her army, naval and air forces 3,543.- 
000.000. francs as compared with 1,262,- 
000,000 in 1913. Dividing this by the 
index figure of 3.14 as measuring the 
relation of 1913 and 1922 purchasing

Wew York Central Will Confer 
Today With System Shop 
Federation.

STRIKERS HERE WORRIED 


Not Taken Fully Into the Confi- 
dence of the National Leaders, 


They Intimate. 


The situation in the shopmen’s strike 
became seemingly more confused yes- 
terday, with one after another of the 
Eastern roads announcing that they 
would have rothing to do with the 
Chicago settlemeht terms, and reports 
of serious division in the ranks of the 
Eastern and Western executives. Strike 
leaders here apparently were upset over 
the situation and ‘intimated that they 
knew little of the national situation and 
had not been taken fully into the con- 
fidence of the shopmen’s leaders. 


The most interesting development of | 
the day, which was beiieved to contain | 
within it possibilities of greatly aiding | 
or retarding railroad peace in the East, 
was the announcement that A. H. Smith, 
president of the New York Central, 
would have a conference today with 
representatives ot the Federation on that 
system. The New York Central has 
been reported on the fence, for al- 
though Mr. Smith took part in the Bal-} 
timore ,conference that preceeded the! 
meeting of the unions’ Policy Committee | 
in Chicago, he has since indicated he} 
was not wholly in sympathy_ with} 
the agreement. He would not discuss | 
the situation yesterday, but it was said | 
by other officials of the road that he| 
was awaiting overtures from the strikers | 
to be made today. 

If the New York Central should make | 
peace with the unions it would put} 
nearly a third of the local strikers back | 
at work and ordinarily would have; 
meant rapid progress toward a settle-| 
ment on the other lines, but everything | 
said by railroad executives indicated} 
they were ready to fight the proposed 
settlement terms to the limit, as they} 
feel that they have already won the} 
strike in this district. ! 


Five Eastern Roads Against Compact. | 


Five of the big Eastern roads, the | 
Lehigh Valley, the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey, the New Haven, the At- 


lantic Coast Line and the Erie flatly} 
denied that. they were considering a/| 
‘settlement at this time with the strikers. 
As the Delaware & Hudson and Penn-| 
sylvania already have announced that/| 
their company. unions are solving ,the| 
situation for them, most of the large | 
roads in this district are opposed to} 
the Chicago agreement. 

The strikers are on the surface as 
divided over the settlement as are the 
roads. David Williams, Secretary of the 
local Strike Committee, said that while | 
little was known here of the settlement | 
terms, he ‘supposed that those in Chi- 
cago were able to safeguard the rights 
of the strikers, and that whatever was 
done was for the good of their cause. | 
Rut the lack of cheeriness about strike | 
headquarters seemed to indicate that the 
strikers were disturbed over develop- | 
ments, 

The wide division of interest between 
the Western and Eastern roads and the 
strikers in their districts was empha- 
sized yesterday by all the developments. 
The roads in the West have been re- 
ported as desirous of a quick settlement 
on the best terms possible because of the 
condition of their equipment. Far from 
the large industrial centres, they have 
not been able to recruit workers as 
rapidly as the roads in the East, and 
have felt the strike much more severely. 
The strikers in the West are anxious to 
get back to work, feeling they have little 
to fear from any settlement of the 
seniority question. 


Company Unions Helping. 


The Eastern roads, on the other hand, 
have been better able to. get skilled men 
from the industrial centres which thelr | 


roads touch, and have been confident 
that they could break the strike. The 
company unions gained much of their’ 
impetus from that fact, the Pennsyl- 
vania, the Delaware & Hudson, the 
New Haven and the Central Railroad 
of New Jersey having all formed labor 
organizations with which they have an- 
nounced their intention of negotiating in 
the future. For that reason the Eastern 
strikers have opposed strongly any set- 
tlement not on a national basis, realiz- 
ing that their fight was a much more 
scrious one than the fight further West, 
and that when the strike was over the 
question of seniority would be trouble- 
seme unless settled before peace terms 
were signed. 

Railroad officials studied closely the 
reported plan of the Policy Committee 
to assess any men going back to work 
under the settlement terms in order to 
aid the men remaining out on. strike. 
Some officials were inclined to think 
that the Policy Committee had been 
much more subtle in obtaining the set- 
tlement than appeared on the surface, 
for such an assessment would result in 
the Western railway men using part of 
their pay to support the strikers in the 
more difficult fight in the East. 

E. E. Loomis, President of the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad, in a statement said: 

‘““The Lehigh Valley is not a\party to 
any agreements which may have been 
made at Chicago. The pledges we have 
made to our employes who continued 
working after the strike was called, as 
well as to the new men who have en- 
tered our service since that time, to say 
nothing of our promises to our super- 
visory officers, make it out of the ques- 
tion for us to accept any such plan as 
is proposed. 

‘“‘Lehigh Valley employes are now form- 
ing an association of their own, started 
on their own initiative, and we have 
promised to co-operate with them in 
every way. I do not see how a railroad 
can expect to retain or build up a loyal 
erganization on any other basis.’’ 

‘*The Central Railroad of New Jersey 
would not even consider the naroenest 
proposed,”’ said C. H. Stein, genera 
manager of the road. , 





New Haven Nearly Normal. 


The New Haven issued a statement | 
which said: 

‘* Conditions in the mechanical depart- 
ment brought about through the strike 


of mechanical craftsmen on July 1 
against wage awards of the Government, 


made through its accredited body, the 
United States Labor Board, continue to 
improve, conditions now being practi- 
cally normal. 

“Many more of the former employes 
who left our service on July 1 have 
returned to service as new men, and 
these have been assimilated in the new 
force of permanent employes built up 
since July 1. 

‘‘“The agreement referred to in the 
public press as having been made by 
some railroads with Jeaders of the me- 
chanical strike in nowise affects the 
New Haven system, as the employes of 
this railroad have developed an asso- 
ciation of skilled workers in thé me- 
chanical trade, with whom a new work- 
ing agreement has been negotiated and 
who cannot be displaced to make room 
for returning strikers. 

‘““On some divisions normal forces 
have been built up, leaving no room 
whatever for strikers who may desire to 

return to the railroad service; and on 
other divisions but few vacancies re- 
main where such men can be taken 
back.”’ 

Reects Any Compromise. 


Lyman Delano, Vice President of the 
Atlantic Coast Line Railway, sent the 
following statement to the Association 
of Railway Executives: 

‘‘Ppress dispatches this morning men- 
tioned certain roads as having entered 
into a compromise agreement looking to 
the return of shop employes who went 
out on strike July 1: The Atlantic Coast 
Line Railroad was not a party to these 
negotiations or this reported agreement. 
The positions of the former shopmen o 
the Atlantic Coast Line were held open 
until July 10, and after that date we 
began employing new men who were 
taken into the service to fill the posi- 
tions made vacant by the striking men. 
New men to the number of 4,431 have 
been employed and are now at work in 
our shops, which, together with the men 
who did not strike and the strikers who 
have returned since July 1, brings the 
total men now at work to 5,311 men, or 


92 per cent. of. the force employed on 
June 30, the day prior to the strike. 

“The Atlantic Coast -_Line has not 
changed its._position with respect to tak- 
ing back into service such of its former 
shop employes as we may find places for 
from time to time.’’

“The strike is crumbling. The Erie at 
present is not considering entering into 
any negotiations for a settlement with 
its strikers.’’

TWO BROTHERHOODS 
CONFER OVER WAGES 


Trainmen and Conductors Seek 
Continuance of New York 


Central Scale. 


Negotiations between the New York 
Central and W. G. Lee, President of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, and 
L. E. Sheppard, President of the Order 
of Railroad Conductors, two of the five 
train service brotherhoods, in an attempt 
to effect a continuance of the present 
wage scale were begun yesterday. Mr. 
Lee and Mr. Sheppard arrived in New 
York in the morning and spent a good 
part of the day in conference with A. 
H. Smith, President of the New York 
Central and officials of the other roads 
of the Central system. 

Apart from the importance of the con- 
ference, it was looked upon as an effort 
to reach an agreement without refer- 
ence to the United States Labor Board. 
It was said that both sides wanted to 


get back to the principle of settling their 
affairs without the mediation of the 
board. 

Mr. Sheppard said the conference was 
amicable, and that there was no reason 
to expect any other than a quick and 
satisfactory agreement. The trainmen 
wish to continue the present wage scale 
and working conditions. Little opposi- 
tion to their requests was reported. ‘It 
was thought that any differences could 
be settled in one day, but the agree- 


| ment was not signed yesterday and an- 


other meeting will be held today. The 
Labor Board would be notified in the 
event of a settlement. 

Mr. Sheppard said other agreements 
would be entered into with Eastern 
roads in the near future, as the roads 
had expressed a desire to talk over 
wages with the trainmen. 

‘We did not wish, however, to begin 
negotiations in the middle of the shop- 
men’s strike,” said My. Sheppard, “as 
it would have given’ the opportunity 
for some one to say we had been bought 
off, but now that they are over the: 
center and seem to be reaching a set- 
tlement, we feel free to go ahead.” 

Mr. Sheppard was one of the brother- 
hood chiefs who attempted to mediate 
the shopmen’s strike. The other broth- 
erhoods will take up wage matters with 
the roads later, he added.

CHICAGO, Sept. 14.—Photostat copies 
of secret strike bulletins and letters 
said to have been written by B. M. 
Jewell and other officers of the shop 
craft unions during the strike were 
presented in evidence by the Govern- 
ment today in the rail strike itnjunc- 
tion hearing before Federal Judge 
James H. Wilkerson. 

Against this evidence the unions’ at- 
torneys are expected to assert next 
Monday, in defense, that an inner group | 
of railroad executives in New York! 
acted in a conspiracy to force a strike 
in an effort to destroy the unions. 
These some Officials, the strikers will 
contend, continued in conspiracy to pre- 
vent peace, 


The genesis of the strike is laid to the 
roads in a bulletin issued on June 8, 
earrying a resolution’ adopted by the 
convention of the Railway Employes’ 
Department, and in which the creation 
of the United States Labor Board is 
described. Then it is stated: 

“‘ Eighty railroads in all sections have 
wilfully and deliberately violated and 
are continuing to violate the signed 
agreements with employes and have 
flaunted all decisions of the Labor | 
Board where the interests of employes 
have been provided for. The Govern- 
ment of the United States has been de- 
frauded of millions by the railroads. 
There seems to be no abatement of the 
campaign of plunder and pillage. We 
realize that one of their aims is to de- 
stroy our organization and thereby make 
us wholly subject to their will.’’ 

The Pennsylvania Railroad is particu- 
larly criticised in the bulletins as refus- 
ing to recognize the unions affiliated 
with the American Federation of La- | 
or. 

The bulletin continues: ‘‘ Having con- 
cluded this virulent campaign of de- 
struction which was a result of careful- 
‘ly laid plans by the great banking 
Broups of New Yerk City, led by the 
| Rowse of Morgan, they (the railroads) 
| have sought to establish themselves so 
| that our Government will be subordinate

Hooper Is Pleased With Partial 
Settlement—Promises Fairest 
Consideration by Board. — 


CHICAGO, Sept. 14 (Associated Press). 
—The settlement of the shopmen's strike 
on certain railroads sustains the Trans- 
portation act, and should the question 
upon which the strike was predicated 
come back to the United States Railroad 
Labor Board ‘the fullest and fairest 
consideration "’ will be granted, Ben W. 
Hooper, Chairman of the Labor Board, 
said in a statement today. 

The proposal in the settiement agree- 
ment to refer disputed questions to a 
commission of twelve representatives of 
both unions and railroads parties to the 
agreement amounts to the creation of 
an adjustment board and is in strict 
conformity to the provisions of ‘the 
Transportation act, Mr. Hooper said. 
The Chairman's statement follows: 

‘“‘ Asa positive disbeliever in the moral 
right and practical efficacy of railway 
strikes, I am glad to know the strike has 
ended on part of the roads. It is to 
be hoped that some plan of settlement 
ean be agreed upon for all the others. 
No extended comment, either in a post- 
prandial, or post-mortem vein is neces- 


saty. The settlement sustains the 
Transportation act and the theory of 
orderly procedure for the adjustment 
of labor troubles in the- railway indus- 
try. The decisions of the Labor Board 
stand unmodified by the appeal to eco- 
nomic and physical force.

Reports today to the Labor Depart- 
ment from its representatives in Chi- 
cago brought additional details of the 
scope to which the partial settlement of 
the rail strike was expected to extend. 
At least 35 per cent. of the railroads 
affected by the strike have approved 
the arfield-WiNlard-Jewell plan, they 
declared, while sufficient other carriers 
had signified their willingness to settle 
on this basis to bring the total to 65 per 
cent, of the national mileage. 

It was expected that little time would 
be lost in the opening of negotiations 
between the roads and the unions look- 
ing to actual signature of the peace 
compact. .The only railroad with local 
headquarters, the Southern Railway sys- 
tem, announced today that such a meet- 
{ng had been called\for Saturday. 

The commission decided upon to ad- 
judicate diffcrences between workers 
and rail heads, as provided under the 
fagreement, Labor Department officials 
were informed, will be composed of six 
shop crafts representatives, and not of- 
ficials of the railroad brotherhoods, as 
originally. provided. Section 4 of the

ture. Shortage of equipment and pos- 
sible labor shortages are the limiting 
factors, in Mr. Mellon's opinion. 

Normally the railroads of the country 
require about 100,000 cars a year added 
to their rolling stock equipment, it was 
explained at the Treasury, and as this 
replacement of rolling stock has not 
been kept up, the carriers‘ ability to 
handle traffic would be limited for the 
present to that extent. Also the possi- 
bility of labor being largely employed in 
other lines might affect the railroads’ 
supply of workers. \ 

Nevertheless Mr. Mellon. was_ repre- 
sented as seeing no difficulty ahead of 
the carriers in supplying the needs and 
requirements of the country over the 
Winter, particularly in the matter of 
coal. : 

Some commercial projects have been

DENOUNCES “TREASON” TRIALS 


A. F, of L. Says West Virginia Coal 
Miners Fight Feudalism.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Sept. 14.— 
The prosecution of officials and mem- 
bers of the United Mine Workers’ dis- 
trict in West Virginia in the treason 
trials now in progress in Charlestown, 
W. Va., was characterized today by the 
Executive Council of .the American 
Federation of Labor as ‘another at- 
tempt to tighten the grip of intrenched 
feudalism on control and domination of, 

government in that State. ' 
Governor Morgan was called upon to 


‘‘ remove the taint of thé coal interests 
from the prosecution of these cases 
and put this function in the hands of 
the duly electea officials of the county 
where the trials are in progress.’’ 

The Executive Council adopted a reso- 
lution which said, in_ part: 

‘**We'condemn and denounce the in- 
dustrial feudalism which, represented 
by the coal producing interests of West 
Virginia, masquerades behind the pros- 
ecution of officials and members of 
District 17 of the United Mine Workers 
of America. We characterize these | 
prosecutions as an attempt to destroy 
the organizations of the mine workers 
in the coal fields of West Virginia. 

‘* We denounce the use in this prosecu- 
tion of private funds, which spokesmen 
and representatives of coal _ interests 
have admitted are being supplied to the 
State by the mine owners. 

‘* We condemn the presence as special 
prosecutors for the State of attorneys 
known to represent the coal producing 
interests of West Virginia. 

“We urge the people of Jefferson 
County to uphold and maintain their 
traditions for fairness and impartiality 
in the admintstration of justice."

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Approval 


| by Congress of the rates on dyes agreed 
upon today by the Senate and House 
conferees will mean the ‘‘ final doom ”’ 
of the newly created American chemical 
industry, Dr. Charles H. Herty, Presi- 
dent of the Synthetic Organic Chémical 
Manufacturers’ Association of the United 
States, declared tonight. 

It will be only the question of a short 
time, he predicted, before the American 
industry ‘‘is swamped by- German im- 
yYortations and the entire American or- 
{ganization of chemists and plans dissi- 
pated,”’ 

‘‘Not content with cutting the tariff 
rates on coal tar products to the destroy- 
ing’ point,’’ Dr. Henty said in a state- 
ment, ‘the conferees have wiped wut 
the synthetic organic chemicafs and 
drugs made from other than coal tar 
bases. This means that many of the 
most vital medicines now. made In Amer- 
ica are to be given back to the German 
monopoly and America made dependent 
again on foreigners for these drugs. 
| ‘ With the destruction of the American 
produce, synthetic medicines and drugs, 
as well as coal tar products, the work of 
destruction appears to be complete and 
the disaster one of shocking extent. 

‘By the conferees’ action the Ameri- 
ean chemical industry is thrown in the 
junk heap, and England, France, Bel- 
gium and Italy, and Germany herself, 
are maintaining outright embargoes on 
chemicals.

Comes Unexpectedly to See for 


Himself Conditions at 
Bronx Institution. 


PROMISES TO PUNISH LAXITY 


Tells of Administrative Troubles— 
Investigators Hear Legion 
Witness. 


Colonel Charles R. Forbes, Director of 
the United States Veterans Bureau in 
Washington, paid an unexpected visit 
yesterday ‘to Veterans’ Hospital 81 at 
Kingsbridge Road and Sedgewick Ave- 
nue, the Bronx. Director Forbes arrived 
just after the committee which he had 
appointed to investigate charges of de- 
plorable conditions in the institution had 
adjourned for the day. He said he had 
been visiting Government hospitals in 
Maryland and New Jersey on Tuesday 
and Wednesday and had decided to come 


to New York and inspect Number 81 for 
himself, 


Before commencing his tour of inspec- 
tion, Director Forbes spent an hour or 
more with newspaper men going over 
every detail of the Administration's pro- 


gram as it related to disabled ex-service- 
men; 


“What's your greatest difficulty in re- 
gard to hospitals where there are vet- 
erans?’’ he was asked. 


‘Too much, gutside interference by 
unauthorized ' persons, he replied 
promptly. ‘‘ One of the reasons which 
impelled me to close up the Fox Hills 
institution was the fact that a few 
women representing no organization in- 
jected. themselves into the . situation 
there and caused all sorts of trouble 
for the authorities. ‘They also aroused 
a feeling of discontent on the part of 
the pe pe the patients. Don’s mis- 
understand e, I appreciate just as 
much a8 any one the wonderful influe- 
ence for good that a woman has on 
a sick or disabled soldfer, But these 
women would pick out this man or that | 
man because he happened to have blond | 
hair and blue eyes and shower favors 
on him to the exclusion of the rest. 

Promises to Punish the Guilty. 


“Then, again, women and men, too, 
for that matter, come to a Government 


hospital where there are soldiers and 
see something that is perhaps wrong, 


something that the officials of the insti- 
tution should or should not do. Do 
they report it to the head of that hos- 
pital, who is certainly interested in run- 
ning the place right? No, they hurry 
cutside and go to -a Congressman or 
they run to the newspapers and an- 
nounce the fault to the world, causing 
a great deal of commotion and a 
great deal of anguish when just a quiet 
word would have remedied everything, 

‘Now, take conditions here in 8. 
There {is absolutely no need of getti¢g 
hysterical. We won't get anywhere thet 
way. have every confidence in this 
investigating committee. It is going to 
sift the charges against the institution 
to the bottom. And I'll take action in 
a minute against any one in authority 
here who is found wanting in his duty. 
I do not propose to permit the officials 
or attendants to ill-treat and neglect 
the patients. Nor will I permit the pa- 
tients to run this hospital.’ 

Director Forbes was asked regarding 
the withdrawal of Representative Albert 
B. Rossdale, who retired from the in- 
vestigation in anger after he threat- 
ened to call down on the institution a 
Congressional inquiry. 

We won't get anywhere in Congress- 
man Rossdale’s way either,’”’ said Di- 
rector Forbes. ‘1 would welcome a 
Congressional investigation at any time, 
although I deem {ft inadvisable because 
it is absolute!) unnecessary.”’ 

Regarding the bureau’s plans for the 
improvement of Hospital 81, Director 
Forbes said that nearly $1,000,000 was 
to be expended in completing and equip- 
ping the institution in the coming year. 
It had already cost the Government 
about $3,400,000, he said. 

Turning to the broader scope of the 
bureau program for rehabilitation and 
hospitalization work among the disabled 
veterans, Director Forbes asserted that 
America had done more than any other 
country In the world in its care for the 
men who suffered in battle and in 
camps. 


To Ask for $5,000,000. 


“We propose to ask Congress for $5,- 
000,000,"" he said. ‘‘It will be spent in 
hospital facilities and equipment and in 
training nurses and doctors. As a part 
of the program I intend to work out 
a plan whereby we can discharge and 


send home a great many patients who 
are now in Government institutions. Do 
you know that 60 per cent. of our pa- 
tients are ambulant cases and 40 per 
cent. of these have homes where the 
environment would help them? 


Deegan Asks Improvements. 


Major Deegan urged the. building of 
a high wall around the hospital, the 
improvement and completion of several 
of the buildings and better lighting fa- 
cilities. Dr. Salmon, who testified as 
an expert in treatment of neuro-psychi- 
atric disorders made ten specific recom- 
mendations. They were: 

“* Recognition of the fact that this 
hospital is a civilian one and our pa- 
tients are oivillans. 

‘Relaxing the rigid control from 
Washington that now causes the ap- 
pointment of physicians, nurses and at- 
tendants and does not give the superin- 
tendant the responsibility and authority 
that all civil hospitals for mental dis- 
eases place upon their local managing 
officers. 


‘‘ Increasing the pay of attendants and 
appointing only those whom the Super- 


intendent has personally examined and| have been £250,000. It has been sold for| 


accepted. 

‘‘ Giving the power of discharge of all 
employes who abuse or fail 
properly for patients to the Superinten- 
dent. 

“‘ Requiring that inspection shall be 
made only by skilled and competent in- 
vestigation. : 

‘‘ Permitting more free access to the 
hospital by the accredited local repre- 
sentatives of veterans’ families and re- 
lief organizations. 

‘‘ Djiscontinuing the practice of admit- 
ting patients of all kinds until personnel 
and facilities are ready for their care. 

‘ Bstablishing a system of censoring 
the mail of definitely irresponsible 
patients by doctors, who will require 
any letter addressed to a public official 
to be forwarded at once, and who will 
send it to the next of kin of the 
patient, with appropriate comments, any 
letters that would be harmful or cause 
distress. t 

‘‘Employing only nurses who have 
had special training in méntal diseases, 
except as pupils not in _ responsible 
positions. 

“ Providin chaplains of the Prot- 
estant, Catholic and Jewish faith as 
actual officers of the Institution with 
access to the patients at any time of 
the day or night.”’ 

The committee today will investigate 
allegations that John B. Martin, a 
patient in the hospital, was severely 
beaten on fferent occasions by at- 
tendants. This was one of the charges 
made by Representative Rossdale. 


ASKS HOUSE INQUIRY ° 
OF BRONX HOSPITAL 


Representative Rossdale Charges 
in Resolution Bratal Assaults 
on Veterans There. 


Special to The New York Times. ., 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Representa- 
tive Albert B, Rossdale of New York to- 
day offered a resolution in the House

cial committee into the treatment of 
veterans at the United States Veterans’ 
Hospital 81, in the Borough of the Bronx, 
His resolution, calling for the appoint- 
ment of a committee of five by the 
Speaker, said, in part: ’ 

‘‘It is common knowledge in the City 
of New York that ex-service men who 
are patients in the United States Vet- 
erans’ Hospital 81 are ill-treated and 
disSatisfied, some of them having been 
brutally assaulted and injured. 

‘* It is charged that patients who have 
mild nervous troubles, extreme nervous- 
ness or other very slight mental disor- 
ders aye frequently confined for periods 
in Ward G of Said bospital with violent 
and raving insane patients, being sen- 
tenced thus by a Board of Discipline for 
petty infractions of hospital rules. 

‘The mental anguish of confinement 
in such a chamber of horrors to patients 
known as mild or border-Hne cases is 
likely to send them over the line to 
actual acute insanity. Many of such 
men are discharged from the hospital 
not cured, and others are turned loose 
in the City of New York unfit to take 
care of themselves. Other patients have 
been unable to receive either proper diet 
or medical treatment or simple medi- 
cines. 

‘““Those in charge of the institution 
have adopted a course of near military 


procedure contrary to that which is fol-| 


lowed in similar institutions under the 
care of the State of New York. Those 
in charge decline to remedy the condi- 
tions above described and further de- 
cline to permit auxiliary veteran organ- 
izations such as the War Mothers’ Or- 


ganization, Knights of Columbus and| 


other similar organizations to distribute 


ordinary comforts.to the patients. except | 
through monthly donation to the hospi- | 


tal management.”’ 

Mr. Rossdale, speaking on his resolu- 
tion, said: ' 

“Censorship of the mails has been 
abolished because \the war is over. It 
exists, however, at Veterans’ Hospital 
No. 81. The War Mothers’ Organization, 
the Knights of Columbus and other simi- 
lar veteran organizations are not being 
permitted to distribute any of the ordi- 
nary creature comforts which hospital 
patients ordinarily receive and - which 
lighten and brighten hospital life. We 
did net object to thése organizations dis- 


tributing sweaters, socks, candy, cigar- 
ettes, tooth paste and other little com- 
forts to the men during the war. Why 


should they be deprived of them now by! 


extreme institutional bureaucracy? 

‘*‘My brief experience with the 
mittee arranged for by Colonel Forbes 
to investigate conditions at the Veterans’ 
Hospital No. 8l convinced me that 
Veterans’ Bureau officials would not, if 
they could avoid it, conduct an investi- 
gation of the hospital that would dis- 
close anything reflecting upon their own 
management and therefore embarrassing 
to their own bureau. 

‘ Without prejudice to the inquiry now 
in progress there, it is plainly evident 
to me'that the situation requires an in- 
vestigation of a broader and wider range 
than the one arranged for by Colonel 
Forbes; that it is necessary to have 
access to hospital records, that medical 
opinion be secured not in the employ of 
the bureau,’ including investigators to 
sift out details and facts, and that the 
committee have power of subpoena, &e. 

‘A Congressional investigation will 
throw light upon the conditions prevail- 
ing in that and in other veterans hos- 
pitals throughout the country where 
charges of cruelty and mistreatment are 
being made, and action by Congress will 
inevitably result in remedying them.

Harry B. Wolf, Ex-Congressman, 
Accused by Grand Jury of 
Obstructing Justice.

BALTIMORE, Sept. 14.—The Grand 
Jury found a presentment today against 
Harry B. Wolf, criminal lawyer, Walter 
Socolow and John Keller on a charge of 
conspiracy to obstruct justice. The pre- 
sentment was based on the visit of Soco- 
low and Keller to the criminal lawyer's 
home on Aug, 23, five days after 
murder of William B. Norris, a con- 
tractor. Rewards were offered at the 
time for the arrest of Socolow_and oth- 
ers of the gang that shot Mr. Norris and 
robbed him of nearly $8,000. One wit- 
ness before the Grand Jury was Lyell 
Bossum, chauffeur of the taxicab which 
carried Socolow and Keller to W olf's 
nome. 
. The presentment of the most noted 
criminal lawyer in Maryland on such a 
charge caused a_ sensation in the city. 
It is said that police officials and possi-

Oe Wolf seems little worried over the 
presentment. He is not counsel for any 
suspects in the case, but the alleged 
visit of Socolow and Keller to his home 
has never been explained. 

Wolf's rise to fame and wealth asva 
lawyer in. criminal cases has_ been 
phenomenal. He began at an early age 
to sell newspapers on the streets. 

He was graduated at law at Maryland 
University in 1901 and is now 42 years 
old and has been a member of Congress. 

With the presentment of Wolf and 
Keller twelve persons, including a wo- 
man, are involved in the murder and 
robbery.

Republican Is Shot Dead. 


BELFAST, Sept. 14 ~=(Associated 
Press).—Advices from Cork state that 
Timothy Kenefick, a prominent Republi- 
can of that city, was dragged from a 
lorry by an armed band while he was 
returning from Macroom, and that later 
he was found shot dead. 

Other South Irish advices assert that 
the homes of six young women of Kil- 
larney, known to be in sympathy with 
the Republicans, were visited by armed 
and masked men who found the young 
women in their beds and painted their 
bodies green. It was added that Briga- 
dier General O’Daly, who is in charge 
of the National Army forces in the 
town, is investigating the incident and 
has promised to take extreme measures 
with the culprits when they are found. 

Prior to the landing of National army 
men at Courtmaosherry, County Cork, 
there was a deadly engagement with a 
large Republican force. The Repub- 
licans used machine guns with which 
they poured a heavy fire into the Na- 
tionals’ boat, which nevertheless put 
ashore. The Republican casualties, the 
advices state, were heavy, three being 
killed and ten wounded. The. Nationals 
gay only one of their men was wounded. 

Tipperary advices state that Thomas 
Brennan, a gardener, of Sherlow, Coun- 
ty Tipperary, was taken from his home 
and shot dead, a label attached to the 
body being inscribed, ‘‘ Convicted spy.”’

action. He urged that, instead of wait- 
ing for ideal conditions to be established 
by a ational bureau, police chiefs 
should begin now to devote much more 
time to looking up cases and records for 


one another and otherwise co-operating 
in bringing the fugitive criminal to jus- 


tice. 

The Néw York police were described as 
‘charming ’’ by Gaston Liebert, the 
French Consul General, who spoke at 
the luncheon at thé Waldorf-Astoria yes- 
terday. 

‘‘There is one thing.’’ he continued, 
‘‘that I hope the French. police will 
learn from you in New York and that is 
your wonderful spirit. The policemen 
here are all so courteous and obliging 
and are always. ready to help in every 
way possible. And here, too, the public 
and the police co-operate in such a 
hearty manner. I shall make it a point 
to report this to the French police. 

‘* Furthermore, there is no city in the 
world where the policemen are so charm- 
ing. One always sees them taking ladies 
by the hands and helping them across 
Fifth Avenue.”’

ANNULMENT SUIT PENDING 


Court Sees Woman Accused of 


Deceit as an Unfortunate Vic- 
tim—Delays Decision. 


Beverly D. Harris, former Vice Preai- 
dent of the National City Bank, was ac- 
cused_in the Supreme Court yesterday 
of attempting to rid himself of his wife, 
Mrs. Elaine Lee Harris, by charging 
that she deceived him, although it was 
alleged that he knew all about her 
when he married her. The case came 
before Justice Martin on an application 
by Harris to enjoin his wife from 
prosecuting suits in the Municipal Court 
to recover payments under a separation 
agreement. Harris is seeking to annul 
his marriage on the ground of’deception, 
and contends that pending that suit he 
‘should not be compelled to support his 
wife. 

George Gordon Battle, appearing for 
Mrs. Harris, declared in his argument 
that ‘‘ never in ali my wide experience 
at the bar have I seen a@ more con- 
temptible exhition of lies in an effort 
by a man to rid himself of his wife 
than in this case.’’ Continuing the at- 
torney said: 

‘““The charges made by Harris that 
his wife had been the mistress of a 
Memphis gambler named Eli Raynor, 
have been disproved by the fact that 
the girl was only ten years of age at 
the time when she is charged by her 
husband with being a Kept woman. It is 
an unfortunate fact that Mrs. Harris 
was born out of wedlock, but her hus- 
| band knew it at the time of his mar- 
riage to her. That fact is certainly no 
reflection on the girl.’’ 

‘No, she is the unfortunate victim,” 


said Justice Martin. 
Mr. Battle asserted that in proof of 
|his statement that Harris knew about 





| his wife's birth he had a letter Harris 


| wrote to his wife in 1918 in which he 
|} said: ‘‘ You are a love child.’’ Mr. 
| Battle declared that ‘‘ this is the con- 
tinuation of a long and persistent effort 
by Mr. Harris to get rid of his wife, 
for what reason I do not know.’’ He 
|insisted that the injunction should be 
denied because -Mrs. Harris is without 
funds, has been a dutiful wife, and is 
entitled to financial aid to protect her 
name. He said the annulment action 
will be met when the time comes,

Popular Diplomacy Futile With- 
out Adequate Knowledge, 


He Declares. 


TARDIEU POINTS OUTERRORS 


Dr. Charies W. Ellot Also a Con- 
tributor to the First Issue 


of New Quarterly. 


The need for popular education in 
international affairs is described by 
Elihu Root in the leading article, ‘‘ A 
Requisite for the Success of Popular 
Diplomacy,” in the first issue today of 
Foreign Affairs, a quarterly review pub- 
lished by the Council on Foreign Rela- 
tions. Other contributors in-lude Andre 
Tardieu, French High Commissioner to 
the United Siates during the war, and 
Dr. Charles W. Eliot, Presilent Emer- 
itus of Harvard University. Mr. Root, 
after pointing out that in former times 
foreign policies were regulated by the 
foreign offices, says: 

“That condition, however, is passing 
away. In the democratic countries gen- 
erally the great body Of citizens are re- 
fusing to wait until negotiations are over 
or policies are acted upon or even de- 
termined. They demand to know what is 
going on, and to nave an cpportunity to 
express their opinions at all stages of 
diplomatic proceedings. The . usefulness 
of this new departure is subject to one 
inevitable. condition. That is, that the 
democracy which is undertaking to di- 
rect the business of diplomacy shall 
learn the busincss. 
mocracy must acquire a knowledge of 
the fundamental and essential facts and 


principles upon which the relations of | 


nations depend. 


“ Without such a knowledge there can | 
be no intelligent discussion and consider- | 


ation of foreign policy and diplomatic 


conduct. Misrepresentation will have a 
clear field and ignorance and error will 
make wild work with foreign relations. 
This is a point to which the sincere peo- 
je who are noiaing meetings and issu- 

publications in opposition to war in 
general may wel! direct their attention 
if they wish to treat the cause of dis- 
@ase rather than the effect. 

“‘In old. and impoverished Europe,” 
says M. Tardieu, ‘we at times get the 
impression that the dollar and the pound 
sterling would like to rule the world. 

_London, as in New York, people 
flatter themselves that they renounce 
ali imperialistic designs. But there is 
ah imperialism of goid, a hegemony of 
banks, which is quite as perilous as 
military or political imperialism. Anglo- 
Saxon business men made a mistake 
when, after the. armistice, they in- 


sisted upon an immediate return to free} 


competition, with the inevitable destruc- 
tion of close solidarity, because quite 
erroneously they believed the European 
consumer would be capable-of absorb- 
ing .their over-production. They may 
again find themselves wrong if they 
think that they can rule the whole 
world because of their gold reserve and 
their favorable exchange. Their first 
mistake resulted in a plethora of stocks 
and in an unemployment crisis, 
still continues. Their .second' error 
might well cause between its victims, 
whoever they might be, unforeseen al- 
HMances from which no one would really 
benefit.

TORONTO, Sept. 14.—Plans for im- 
proving the Port of New York, together 
with a description of the battle against 
“popular indifference and official preju- 
dice’ to bring these plans nearer reallza- 

tion, were outlined -by Eugenius H. 

Outerbridge, chairman of the Port of 

New York Authority, in an address pre- 

pared for the annual convention of the 

American Association of Port Authorities

After pointing out that the Port of 
New York area comprises approximate- 
ly 800 miles of shore front, contains a 
population of 8,000,000 and’ produces 
manufactures exceeding in value 10 per 
cent. of all the manufactured: products 
of the entire United States, Mr. Outer- 
bridge ‘said:

23, 1910, remaining here until the fol- |

Times in October, 1913.

Among ‘those’ who arrived yesterday 
on the United Américan liner Resolute 
from Hamburg, Southampton and Cher- 
hourg were Felix M.: Warburg, Mrs. 
Warburg and their sons’Paul and Ed- 
ward. Accompanying’ them was MAx 
Warburg of Hamburg, who comes to 
visit Mr. and Mrs. Felix M. Warburg. 

Max Warburg would not see reporters. 
A note was sent to Mr. Felix Warburg 
asking if it was true that Max Warburg 
had come to this country fearing assassi- 
nation in Germany following that of 
Rathenau.. Mr. Warburg’s_ secretary 
goon ‘appeared and said that Max War- 
burg was here to visit his relatives, 
adding ‘‘ that must be the answer to any 
and all questions.’’ Mr. Felix Warburg 
gave out a. statement which said, in 
part: 

‘“‘In returning from Europe for the 
fourth time since the war I feel like a 
physician who has visited a very sick 
person in the hope of finding him im- 
proved.and who comes back encouraged 
by some improvement, but discouraged 
that the treatment which the very sick 
body is receiving has not been given as 
prescribed. 

** America as consulting surgeon took 
a@ very active part in the operations 
that cut out Caarism, Kaiserism and 
Hapeburgism. But we have done very 
little to help the patient recuperate. 
We helped prescribe starvation, and the 
régime no doubt was too severe, for 
some parts of the body politic are today 
in such condition that one must fear 
that the gangrene of bolshevism and 
@ther diseases have set in, 

** Europe expects of us to see that the 
fatient is not abandoned until normalcy 
returns. As everybody else who has 
seen the impossible burden of non- 
productive armies and impossible prices 
of foodstuffs and raw materials in con- 


sequence of. values broken down by the 
dread of further hardships, one must 
feel that the time for America to become 
active in helping the convalescent has 
come, both politically and financially. 
“The Jewish Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee, armed with more than $40,000,- 

. has reached sufferers in many 
laces only a few hours after armies 
ad passed through. Thousands of or- 
Pphans are being cared for. 

‘* We have co-operated with everybody 
who was willing to co-operate. The 

_ great problem has been in Russia. We 

worked hand in hand with the American 
Relief Administration. After contribut- 
ing more than $1,000,000 for the Volga 
Valley and about $4,000,000 
Ukraine and White Russia, 
feed 2,000,000 people daily and saved 
probably a million from starvation. 


“ Our co-operation will be extended to 


{nclude the great hospitalization and 
sanitation program for Russia, to feed- 
ing 300.000 children daily, in the Ukraine 
alone, until next August. Mr. Hoover 
is the one man who has looked at Eu- 
rope at all times with the eyes of a 
kind physician.

JAPAN ADMITS SOVIET 
DELEGATES TO PARLEY 


Tentative Agreement Is Reached 
on Scope of the Conference 
on Siberia. 


CHANG CHUN, Sept. 13 (Associated 
Press).—Japan and Russia have tenta- 
tively agreed on the scope of the con- 
ference here for settlement of Siberian 
questions affecting the. two countries. 
Delegates of the Chita. Republic and the 
Moscow Soviet will participate jointly. 

The agenda proposed at the Dairen 
conference, which ended without agree- 
ment, will be enlarged as the basis of 
the present parley. 

Adolph Joffe and Jacoby Janson today 
threatened to return to Russia after 
Matsudaira, head of the Japanese dele- 
gation, had communicated Tokio's reply 
to the Russian demand on widening the 
scope of the negotiations. Matsudaira 
stated: that Tokio emphatically refused 
to enter any agreement which might be 
construed as recognition by Japan of 
the Mbscow Soviet or sovietism. He 
urged that the Chita Government sign 
the proposed Dairen agreement. 

He said the only argument Chita ad- 
vanced against signing last April when 
the conference at Dairen adjourned 
without results was Japan’s inability to 
specify the date. of withdrawal of the 
troops from Siberia. Later tue date was 
fixed at Oct. 31. 

Joffe replied that the Russian posi- 
tion was greatly improved, hence the 
Russian delegates were not disposed to 
negotiate on proposals submitted by 
Japan alone. He asserted that the Rus- 

ans felt they had claims against Japan 
Which they meant to press, 

Matsudaira suggested a compromise. 
He said that Japan was willing to in- 
clude Moscow as well as Chita in the 
discussions and was willing to permit 
Russia to modify the Dairen agenda. 

It is understood that Russia’s chief 
objection to the Dairen proposals was 
Japan’s demand that the Chita Govern- 
ment assume responsibility for the mas- 
sacre of Japanese at Nikolaievsk. 

Joffe delivered a note to Matsudaira, 
which said: u 

** Despite the hostile policy of Japan 
against the Russian people in recent 
years, the people of Russia are not actu- 
ated by any inimical feelings against 
the Japanese people.’’ 

It concluded by stating that the Mos- 
cow and Chita Governments were ‘ will- 
ing to forget the past and reach a 
friendly agreement with Japan.” 

The note declared that the Japanese

PEKING, Sept. 13 (Associated Press).

BERLIN, Sept. 14.—A dramatic race 
is developing between rival American 
and German inventors of the “ talking 
movie.’ Lee De Forest, inventor of the 


** phonofilm,’’ sailed for New York on 
Tuesday by the Berengaria with his ap- 


paratus. Today a rival group of Ger- 
man inventors, industrial, banking and 
moving picture interests, sent out invi- 
tations to the first performance of 
“acoustic films” at the Alhambra 
Theatre on Sunday. This will be an un- 
precedented event. An elaborate pro- 


gram of acoustic films planned includes 


grand opera, ‘cello, violin, flute and 
piano solos, orchestral numbers, several 


vocal recitations and speeches and talk- 
ing moving picture scenes. 

This German “‘* acoustic film ’’ is the 
result of a syndicate of inventors’ 
brains and moving picture and allied 
industrial interests, especially formed to 
solve the problem of acoustic films in 
a practical way. Three inventors, Hang 
Vigt, Jo Engl and Joseph Massolee, got 
together to collaborate on the problem, 
pooling all their knowledge and inven- 
tive genius. They were backed by a 
financial consortium directed by Rebert 
Held. For nearly four years experi- 
mental work has been proceeding in 
lavish laboratories and ateliers until an 
“acoustic film’ was perfeoted to the 
point of a first public showing. before 
an invited audience. 


Some idea of the magnitude of the 
task can be gathered from the fact that 
the triumvirate of inventors made 
one hundred and fifty inventions, for 
which patents were applied for, in con- 
nection with the practical solution of 
the sound problem. It is claimed by the 
inventors and their backers that whole 
cperas and symphony ‘concerts can now 
be broadcast without a break by means 


of the acoustic film. 4

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POLICE SUDDENLY APPEAR 


Robbers, Apparently Wounded, Get 
Away in Taxi After Furious 
Pistol Battle. 


Two robbers held up a’ delicatessen 
store at Amsterdam Avenue and 102d 
Street early yesterday and escaped after 
a pistol battle with half a dozen police- 
men. Fifty shots were fired and the 
whole neighborhood was aroused. Ac- 
cording to the police, both the robbers 
were wounded, but were able ‘to get 
away in a waiting taxicab. 

News of the affair was suppressed by 
the police until last night, when they 
sent out a general alarm with the de- 
scriptions of the two men, with special 
instructions to watch the hospitals. 

The police called the pair ‘‘ the laugh- 
ing bandits’’ because of the trick they 
used to disarm suspicion when they en- 
tered the delicatessen store. One of 
them wore a fedora, the other a cap. 
Fedora slapped Cap on the back and 
whispered something in his ear. Cap 
burst out laughing and Fedora followed 
suit. The stage was the store of Max 
Gold at 855 Amsterdam Avenue. Gold 
was behind the counter as he, with the 
clerk, Henry Krechman, was preparing 
to close for the night. 


Gold and Krechman were “a good 
audience '' and began to echo Fedora’s 
hearty bellows. Gold and Fedora moved 
together toward the cash register, near 
which was a meat chopping machine. 
Gold was about to slice some ham for 
his merry customers and Fedora leaned 
over the counter as if to retell the joke. 
What he said was: 

*“Don’t move and don’t make a 
sound! Open that cash register! ”’ 

Opened Up Cash Register. 

felt his ribs being tickled 
He looked down and saw an automatic 
pistol in Fedora's hand, pressed against 
his side. Cap also had drawn a pistol 
and was covering the clerk. The pair 
were still laughing, but they were the 
only who saw the joke.

Brenn de- 
cided to play ’possum and dropped to 
the floor as if he had been wounded.

Policeman Gets Reinforcements. 

Detective Sergeants James Leonard 
and William Courtney and three police- 
men of the West 100th Street station 
heard the shots and joined Brenn in 
the pursuit. The robbers were zig-zag- 
ging in the street to dodge the police 
bullets and stopping from time to time 
to return the fire. Windows were flung 
up on both sides of the block and heads 
popped out only to pop back again. 
The whole district was terror-stricken 
and residents began to besiege Police 
Headquarters by telephone with 
for help. 

The robbers finally reached a taxi, 
which was apparently waiting for them 
near Columbus Avenue and 102d Street. 
One of the fugitives, according to the 
police, was hardly able to get in. He 
clutched at his stomach with both 


hands, they said, and stumbled the last 
few. steps to ‘the machine. His com- 
panion stopped in the street, seizing his 
left elbow with his right hand, fired 
two more shots and jumped into the 
taxi. He kept on firing until the taxi 
disappeared south in Columbus Avenue. 
The policemen hunted in vain 
the neighborhood for an automobile in 
which to continue the pursuit. Three 
Police Department cars loaded with de- 
tectives arrived too late.

Gates of the American Mission was 
murdered at Bijapur on Sept. 6. The 
police arrested a Mohammedan charged 
with the crime. 

Mr. Gates, who was 77 years old and 
had been for forty-seven years with the 
American Mission at Sholapur, had gone 
to Bijapur at the request of Miss Ful- 
char, head of the branch mission there. 

The branch has rented for its Indian 
workers. part of an old Mohammedan 
palace. The landlord was a Mohamme~ 
dan, who occupied part of the palace; 
and, according to Miss Fulchar, was 
constantly imposing ‘irritating restraint 
on the tenants. She had asked Mr. 
Gates to come there to negotiate with 
the landlord. This he did unsuccess- 
fully, and decided to remove the work- 
ers elsewhere. 

He and Miss Fulchar were leaving the 
palade in search of another house when 
the landlord ¢prang from behind a tree 
and felled the missionary, slashing him 
with a sword. Miss Fulchar narrowly 
escaped. Mr. Gates was taken to a 
hospital, where he died. c

WON’T REOPEN CONSULATE. 


Washington Denies a Report From 
Newcastle, England. ‘ 


LONDON, Sept. 14.—Good prospects for 
the reopening soon of the American 
Consulate at Newcastle are held out by 
Herbert Shaw, Secretary of the New- 
castle Chamber of Commerce, as quoted 
in a Central News message from New- 
castle today. The Consulate was closed 
by the United States Government after 
the British Government had withdrawn 
the exequaturs of the American consular 
officials there, charging them with im- 
portuning travelers in favor of United 
State Shipping Board steamers, which 
charge the American officials declared 
was groundless. 

Mr. Shaw, the dispatch says, states 
that he learned today that, as the -re- 
sult of .representations made by New- 
castle commercial. interests, the United 
States Government had intimated that 
it was unable to keep the Consulate 
closed indefinitely and that a new Con- 
sul would be appointed as soon as a 
sultable incumbent was available.

— Suggestions from Newcastle 
that the Consulate there was about to 
be reopened by the assignment 
new Consul to the post met with con- 
tradiction today at the State Depart- 
ment. It was said that there had been 
mo change in the situation at 
castle and that the American Govern- 
ment did not contemplate reopening the 
Consulate until the questions raised in 
the concellation by the British Govern- 
ment of the exequaturs of the previous 
American consular representatives had 
been fully investigated.

Mr. Goldman Makes It Plain That 
It Will Increase Prices to Consumers 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In the article covering yesterday’s 
proceedings at the National Association 
of Retail Clothiers you misquote me in 
respect to the remarks I made concern- 
ing the wool tariff. 

I am quoted as saying that I did not 
know ‘whether the tariff would increase 
the cost of clothing or not. What I 
said, first of all, was that the tariff as 
adopted by the conference between the 
Senate and the House, 31 cents a pound, 
was 75 per cent. higher on the average 
than the Payne-Aldrich bill; that the 
tariff would be a definite addition to the 
cost of clothing; that wool had, however, 
already advanced in anticipation of the 
adoption of the tariff, and whether 
there would be any further advances at 
this time I did not know. My judgment, 
however, was that wool would still go 
scmewhat higher. (The uncertainty re- 
garding the tariff probably had some 
restraining influence on price.) 

I stated further that'so far as the con- 
sumer is concerned we were still on a 
free wool basis, because the clothing 


now being sold was made out of wool!

be until next Spring that the tariff on the winds 


wool would be reflected in the price of 
clothing to the consumer.

TYRANNY OF THE MAJORITY. 


There Are Some Matters In Which 
the Minority Will Not Yield. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

William H. Anderson of the Anti-Sa- 
loon League, in a letter under the head- 
ing ‘‘Is Prohibition Tyranny? ’’ entirely 
misses the point as to what he calls 
‘‘the fundamental fact respecting pro- 
hibition.”” He argues that, as the ma- 
jority of the people and of the several 
States voted for prohibition, the legisla- 
tion is not tyrannous. 

Herbert Spencer says that, so far as 
concerns defense of the State, protection 
of life and property and kindred mat~- 
ters, all citizens willingly submit to 
the will of the majority. However, 
there are certain kinds of actions in 
which the minority will not submit to 
the majority. He cites as specific in- 
stances the kind of religion a man shall 
believe in, the kind of clothes he shall 
wear or the kind of food and drink he 
shall use. 

It is clear, then, that beyond a cer- 
tain point the majority have fio right 
to enforce their will. To do so is tyr- 
anny. The fundamental question re- 
specting prohibition is not one of 
majorities, but of the inherent nature of 
the subject and of the personal rights 
involved. Any legislation that dictates 
as to a man’s religion or as to his food 
and drink is tyranny, and this tyranny, 
is no whit more or less whether the 
majority enacting it was two to one or 
one hundred to one. 

Those organizations which have- 
worked for and are now trying~to rée+ 
tain in force this kind of legislation 
must bear the burden of a grave. re- 
sponsibility to all the people, because,

INSERT PRAYERS FOR DEAD 


Vote to Permit Reading of Service 


at Funerals of Suicides and 
Unbaptized Adults.

PORTLAND, Ore., Sept. 14.—The 


House of Bishops of the general con- 


vention of the Episcopal Church reseind- 


ed today the age-old Jaw that the 
ehurch's burial service cannot be read 
by an Episcopalian clergyman at the 
funeral of a suicide, an unbaptized adult 
or one who has died ‘‘ ex communicate.”’ 
If the House of Deputies concurs, here- 
after a suicide can be buried with the 
same ritual as the person who dies a 


natural death. 


The rubric, eliminated by a vote of 47 
to 43, reads: 

“Here is to be noted that the office 
ensuing is not to bé used for any unbap- 
tized adult, any who die ex communicate 
or who have laid violent hands upon 
himself.”’. The chief argument in favor 
of the change was that the man who 
took his own life was out of his mind 
and God alone was his Judge. 

Two prayers for the dead in the fu- 
neral’ service were agreed to almost 
unanimously. The only opposition ex- 
pressed was that of Bishop Reese of 
Georgia, who said that some of the 
Bishops did not want to have to pray 
for the dead. It was explained that the 
prayers were to be ‘* permissive.’’ 

If the House of Deputies concurs, this 
will put prayers for the dead intc the 
prayer book for the first time since the 
sixteenth century, 


Reference to Worms Cut Out. 


On the ground that it was not a com- 
forting thought, the phrase, “and 
though after my skin worms destroy 
this body ’’ was omitted from the sec- 
ond sentence in tne burial ritual, Some 
of the Bishops wanted to cut out the 
whole sentence, which begins, “‘ I know 
that my Redeemer liyeth,’’ but it was 
finally voted, 54 to 34, to substitute the 
following: 

‘TL know that my Redeemer liveth and 
that he shall stand at the latter day 
upon the earth, and, though this body 
shall be destroyed, yet shall I see God, 
whom I shall see for myself and mine 
eyes shall behold.” 

It was voted to ckange 
*“*"Enou ,foal,”* in «I. 
which is a part of tne service, to 
“Thou Foolish Man,’’ which is -the 
sanguage of the American revised ver- 
sion, 

All reference that it was ‘‘ pleasing ”’ 
to’ Almighty God to take any one out 
of this world was cut cut of the burial 
service. 

The verses in First Corinthians, Chap- 
ter XX., which mentions ‘ Beasts,”’ 
were eliminated. 

The predominating aim throughout the 
hurial service revifion has been to 
soften: what are considered harsh parts 
of the service and make it more com- 
forting to the bereaved. 

A memorial from the women’s auxil- 
fary of the diocese of Pennsylvania ask- 
ing that the Eptscopal Church inaugu- 
rate work for the conversion of Jews 
was referred to the Council of the Epis- 
copal Church. Suffragan Bishop Garland 
of Philadelphia said the Episcopal 
Church was the only one which did not 
do such work.

A big market for athletic goods exists 
in Brazil. Association football, tennis, 
rowing and basket ball are popular 
sports. The wide interest in sports and 
athletics of all kinds evidenced by 
the amount of space devoted to this class 
of news in all the leading papers in 
Rio de Janeiro and the other larger 
Brazilian cities, says W. E. Embrey, 
Assistant United States Trade Commis- 
sioner in Hio de Janeiro. 

‘** Football is. the most popular sport 
in Brazil,’’ he continues. ‘‘ The standing 
of this sport may well be compared to 
that of baseball in the United’ States. 
In. the larger cities, such as Rio de 
Janeiro and Sao Paulo, one finds excel- 
lent football clubs, with all 
equipment, incuding iockers, showers 
ani large athletic fields, where interciub 
games are played regularly, City champ- 
lonship gameés are followed by games 
between picked teams from 
States, which play for championship of 
the whole country. 

** Because football was introduced 
the mnglish, the greater part of this 
class of goods is furnished by Great 
Britain. However, all of the necessary 
equipment for association football is 
manufactured in the United States, and 
there is nothing to prevent manufac- 
turers. there from going after some of 
this business.

CAPTAIN FEARED PIRATES 


Craft Had Addresses of Prominent 
Hotel Men in New York and 


Coast Resorts. 


Suspected of having delivered all but 
wixty-five cases of her cargo of 2,000 


cases of whisky at points along the Jer- 


sey coast in violation of the customs 
laws and Volstead act, the two-masted 
fishing sloop M. M. Gardner, 130 tons, 
of ‘British registry, was seized late 
Wednesday night by the Government 
rum-chaser Taylor- about seven and a 
ha!f miles off Long Branch, N. J. 

The captain and seven members of the 
crew were arrested and later committed 
to prison in Hoboken in default of bail 
to await a hearing this morning before 
Commissioner Edward R. Stanton. With 
the vessel and cargo the Government 
agents also seized $50,886 in gold, found 
‘in an iron chest and in the pockets of 


the supercargo’s clothes. 


When report wag first made of the 
capture it was said that the sloop was 
24 miles off Scotland Light, indicating 
that the seizure was made on the high 
seas. An investigation was immediately 
started by the British Consul General

Veloped later in the day, when Zone | 


Chief John D. Appleby received the of-

Hotelkeepers’ Names on Ship’s Books. 
Captain D. S. McDonald of the rum- 


chaser Taylor, made a written report 
to Zone Chief John D. Appleby of the 
seizure of the boat. He said that. the 
Taylor came upon the sloop at 10:30 
o'clock Wednesday night seven and one- 
half miles due east from Long Branch, 
N. J., and elght or nine miles south- 


east by east from Navesink Light. The 


clearance papers, showed, the report 
said, that the vessel left Nassau, Ba- 
hamas, with 2,000 cases of whisky for 
®t. Pierre de.Miquelon, while at the 
time of seizure there were on board 
only 131 packages, or 65% cases. In 
seizing the vessel Captain McDonald 
acted on the assumption that the cargo 
of whisky had been sold and smuggled 
ashore. 

Captain McDonald and his men found 
aboard the fishing sloop three books said 
to contain the names and addresses of 
big hotel keépers at Asbury Park, At- 
lantic City and Long Beach, as well as 
mames of New York hotel and café keep- 
ers, with code markings after them. It 
is believed by the Government authori-

Even when I heard the 
voice through the megaphone, ‘ Heave 


to, we're revenue men,’ I thought they 


were pirates and I had a notion to ram 
the ship. On second thought, I de- 
manded that they turn their searchlight 
on their crew and flag. After this I 
could see they were revenue men and I 
was glad to have them come aboard.”’ 


Captain McBetts admitted he had made 
several trips between St. Pierre de 


Miquelon and Nassau, but denied that he 
had been inshore at any time. The M. 


M. Gardner is a Grand Banks fishing! 


schooner and was built at Lunenberg, 
Nova Scotia. Three years ago it is 
said she made a record run from Nova 
Scotia to Portugal with dried fish. 
Captain McBetts and the members of 
the crew were taken to the law division 


in the Customs House for questioning. 
Then, later in the afternoon, they 
were taken to Hoboxen, where they were 
arraigned before United States Commis- 
sioner Edward R. Stanton on a charge 
of smuggling merchandise into the 
United States. The captain and the 
chief mate were held in $5,000 bail each 
and the six members .of the crew in $500 
each for hearing at 16 o’clock this morn- 
ing.

**In this stage of civilization, when 
the progressive and enlightened thought 
of the world throughout all history has 
insisted on the abandonment of private 
vengenance, and tribunals have been | 
established under every Government, 
however primitive, for the peaceful and 

ublic administration of justice, it is 
ndeed astonishing to encounter the sug- 
gestion put forward by the defendants 
to the effect that the plaintiffs, by 
their past conduct, have put themselves 
outside the protection of the law, and 
that the defendants are consequently at 
liberty to redress their own grievances 
provided they refrain from violence. 

‘That would be a most reactionary 
doctrine, reminiscent of barbarous 
epochs, and would mean an abdication 
of the Court's essential function. The 
intentional and unjustified destruction 
of the plaintiff's business, even by 

eaceful methods, is a punishment as 
ar beyond the lawful right of the de- 
fendants to inflict as any physical 
trespass against persons and property.

An explosion of an acetylene gas tank 
in the garage of the Crucible Steel Com- 
Pany at Harrison, N. J., at 5:30 o’clock 


yesterday afternoon, which shook all 
the buildings in the vicinity and. was 


heard for several miles, caused the 
death of.one man and the serious injury 
of two others. The police believe the 
explosion was caused by a lighted 
match or cigar. Officials of the com- 
pany, however, said they had not been 


able to ascertain the cause. There were 


only the thres men in the garage at 
the time. 


i 
The dead man was Paul Hoffman, 36 
years old, of Crystal Street, North 
Arlington, N. J.. who was marfied. His 
body was hurled forty feet and his arms 


and legs were practically blown off. He 


died on the way to the hospital. Hoff- 
man was superintendent of the garage 
and was welding a piece of steel, using 
an acetylene torch or tank when he lost 
his ‘life. 

John Hoffman, 25, single, brother of 
the dead man, who lived at the same ad- 
dress, was so badly injured that it was 
not thought he could recover. His right 
leg was’ torn from the knee to the hip 
and his arms and face were laid open. 
He is in the West Hudson Hospital at 
Kearny, as is also the third victim, 
Michael Bonnelli, 25, of 235 Bank Street. 
Both of Bonnelli’s arms were broken, 


and he was badly cut:and burned about 


the head and shoulders. 


A fire followed the explosion, but the 
fire was soon extinguished by the fire- 
men. One report said that the noise of 
the explosion was heard for ten mes. 
Beverel ambulances were rushéd to the 
scene from Newark, rumors having 
spread that several persons had been 
seriously injured. ‘ 


The garage was used by officials of the 
steel plant.

Corporation Counsel 
John P. O'Brien characterized Mr. Pren- 
dergast’s action as ‘‘burglary.” 

“This is tne most atrocious thing 
ever done by Prendergast and his fellow 
Commissioner,’’ Mr. O’Brien said. ‘“* It 
is one piece of burglary that the people 
rise against and take action on. 
Instead of résorting to court proceedings 
an appeal sh d be made to Governor 
Miller to rig his wrong, It is abso- 
lutely without legal authority for. a 
Public Service Commission to make @ 
retroactive order.” 

Explaining why Mr. Prendergast’s ac- 
tion was improper, Mr. O’Brien said 
that when the 85-cent rate was estab _ 
Mshed by the old commission, the come 
pany took an appeal to the Supreme 
Court, which temporarily decreed a 
dollar rate but ordered that the differ- 
ence be impounded until a final verdict 
was rendered. 

“About half a million dollars of the 
consumers’ money was being held under 
the court order,” Mr. O’Brien continued. 
“The company obtained this money by 
depositing Liberty bonds but later the 
company took these back and gave its 
personal bond. All the cash is gone. 
Now Mr. Prendergast’s ruling releases 
the bond.’’

‘HOME BREW COLLEGE’ 
FOUND IN BAYONNE RAID 


Seventeen Federal Agents Dis- 
cover Unique Plant in Round- 


Up of 15 Saloons, 


General Federal prohibition agents on 
the staff of Zone Chief John D. Appleby 
who, yesterday afternoon, descended up- 
on Bayonne, N. J., and raided fifteen 
saloons, reported last night they had 
discovered there the only college for 
home brewing in this part of the country... 

The odd institution was discovered in 
the saloon of Frank Orlouski, 1,021 
Broadway, whefe was found one of the 
most complete outfits for making home 
brew the Government sleuths have en- 
countered since the prohibition law be- 
came effective. There was _ evidence, 
the agents said, that the outfit had been 
used to instruct saloonkeepers and other 
persons how to make their own liquors. 


From persons {n: the neighborhood the 


agents learned that the ‘College for 


Home Brewing "’ had a large enroll 
but they were unable to find any r 
of students. 

The owner of the piant, the agents 
said, was more interested in teaching 
others how to manufacture liquors than 
in making the stuff himself for the 


market. In this respect the establish- 
ment was said to be unique among boot- 
legging and allied industries. It was 
suggested that, after the evidence ‘was 
assorted and studied, information may . 
be forthcoming as to the nature of 
graduation exercises and the names of 
alumni. Four 50-gallon barrels and ten 
eases of the product of the home brew 
outfit were seized. 

No arrests were made in the raids, 
but a total of about $2,500 worth of 


whisky and forty barrels and 100 cases 
of beer were seized by the seventeen 
agents.

OYSTER BAY, N. Y., Sept. 14.—The 
American and British. yachtsmen, racing 
off here in six-meter yachts for the pos- 
session of the British-American Cup, had 
a piping breeze for today’s contest, the 
fourth in the six-day race series. There 
were none of the flunkey airs which 
played the deuce with the boats on 
Tuesday. _The wind came from the 
southwest, holding true and steady all 
the afternoon, and blowing with a 


‘velocity of about twelve knots. 


A good time should ‘have been enjoyed 
by,all; but one of the American yachts 
—Henry B. Plant’s Clytie, with the 
owner at the tiler—was a little too 
eager. Clytie wanted to finish in first 
place, and to further her ambitions she} 
attempted to nose between‘one of the 
marks and the British 
which is owned by F. J. Stephen. 
Scotch skipper had all the right of way, 
and as Clytie fouled Coila by barging 
into her on the weather quarter, the 
Yankee craft was disqualified by the 
Seawanhaka-Corinthian Yacht Club’s 
Race Committee, and in consequence the 
Americans lost a race which they had 
well in hand by the score of 19 to 16.| 
The Americans, however, still hold the! 
lead in the point ‘score for the trophy,| 
80 to 63, with two. races still to be 
sailed, 

The contest today was over a triangu- 
lar course so set by the Race Committee 
as to give a beat, a close reach and a 
broad reach, sailed twice around for the 
customary total of twelve miles, 

For the;second time in the series first 
place honors went to the Britons, Coila 
winring both the eight points in the} 
scoring column which are credited. to 
the yacht finishing in that position and 
the special cup for the day’s leader. This 
trophy today’ was offered by Albert 
Strauss of the Seawanhaka-Corinthian 
Yacht Club. In second place was the 
irrepressible Lea, the Bermingham yel-| 
low-hulled -vessel sailed by Sherman 
Hoyt, Vice Commodore of Seawanhaka 
and captain of the American team. Lea 
has‘ led from the start in the individual 
scoring column, her piacing second today 
bringing her count up to 27. Sir John 
Ward’s Jean of the visiting squadron is 
second to Lea in points, with a credit 
of 21. Less than a minute astern of Lea 
at the finish line today came the veteran 
Grebe, which Richard Deb Boardman 
and i.

the Clyde-built Cofila. On the first jour- 
ney around Grebe made tke second leg, 
the close reach in 0:18-19, and the broad 
reach of the third leg in 0:18-07. .The 
eight yachts turned the first mark in 
the following. order: Grebe, Clytie, Colla, 
Caryl, Lea, Reg, Jean, ‘L'Esprit. 


Caryl Displaces Colla. 


On the second leg Caryl displaced 
Coila, but on rounding the third mark 
Coila was in second place and but 29 


seconds astern of Grebe. The Stephens 
boat showed unexpected qualities down 
wind today, which make her loom dan- 
gerouly for tomorrow, with six miles 
hefore the breeze. Several of the helms- 
men ran enough off their course on this 
leg to set spinnakers, but it was a ques- 
tion whether a great deal was gained. 

On this third leg also Lea moved up 
a peg. Captain Hoyt, after sailing. two

The lene triumph.-recorded for a visiting 
player went to the credit of Gerald L. 
|Patterson, captain of the Australian 
iDavis Cup team, who defeated Richard 
Norris Williams 2d of Boston, former 
national championship by 6—3, 6—3, 6—4.

{final round to be contested tomorrow 
afternoon, Johnston meeting Richards, 
and Tilden opposing Patterson, Johnston 
and Tilden are regarded as almost cer- 
tain to win, as much on the form dis- 
played in today’s matches as on past 
performances.

The plan will become operative 
Oct. 3, 1922, as stockholders representing 
more than 80 per cent. of the outstand- 
ing capital stock have given their con- 
sent to the proposed change in the cor- 
porate and financial structure. The 
Bankers Trust Company of New York 
and the Union Trust Company of Pitts- 
burgh have been appointed depositaries 
to accept deposits of the old stock for 
exchange into the new.

These 
call for the formation of a new corpora- 
tion, with an authorized capital stock of 
$120,000,000, consisting of 4,800,000 shares 
of $25 a share par value, which will 
take over the entire assets-and liabili- 
ties of the existing New Jersey cora- 
pany. The latter has outstanding $36,- 
{235,000 capital stock, or 362,355 shares 


of a par value of $100, The stockholders 


of the present company will receive 
twelve shares of $25 par value stock in 
the new corporation in exchange for 
each share in the present company. The 
new Pennsylvania corporation will issue 
a total of 4,348,260 shares. 

The company says that certificates of 
the new corporation will be delivered 
as soon after Oct. 3 as the company can 
facilitate distribution.

This is at®the rate of $6 a 
share annually on the present stock. 

Dividend action on the new §25 stock 


will naturally not come up for consider- 


ation until the end of the current year. 
It is stated unofficially, however, that 
the dividend on the new $25 stock will 
| be at the rate of $1.50 a share annually 
lor the equivalent of $18 a share on 
j the old stock. 

Estimates of the earnings of the Gulf

Further Selling by: South—In- 
creased Activity Reported 
in Dry Goods Quarters. 


Cotton backed and filled yesterday in 
an unusually nervous fashion, ending 
at an advance of 8 to a decline of 
10 points. A decline in sterilng early 
caused a stronger Liverpool, leading 
to arbitrage selling here. The main fea- 
ture came from a decided change in ‘dry 
goods conditions. Business in . that 
quarter is definitely larger, bringing 
more active demand for raw material. 
American consumption for August ex- 
ceeded expectations. A break in wheat 
operated against cotton and the South 
continues to sell freely enough to keep 
speculative interests conservative. Cot- 
ton is being marketed, however, with- 
out weakening values. 

A further break in sterling to around 
$4.40 came into play as a factor in 
differences between New York and Liv- 
erpool. Instead of declining to meet 
local levels, prices abroad were about 
unchanged after several hours trading. 


This opened quotations 10 to 20 points 
up, starting one of the most fever- 
ish and erratic mornings for weeks. 
Reports of decided activity in dry goods 
quarters and large consumption figures 
created a favorable impression in many 
directions. Yet the quantity of hedge 
speculative selling produced un- 
usual irregularity. Fluctuations were

NEW YORK BANKS 
LOSE MORE GOLD 


Week’s Shift Takes $30,000,000 
Specie From Them—Chicago 
Gains $19,000,000. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Reduction 
in the holdings of dis- 
counted bills and of $11,300,000 in 
United States securities, as against an 
increase of $16,300,000. in acceptances 
purchased in open market, are shown in 
the Federal Reserve Board's weekly 
bank statement issued as at close of 
business on Sept. 13, 1922. 


Increases of $15,300,000 in deposits 
and of $1,700,000 in Federal Reserve 
note circulation are counter-balanced by 
an increase of $10,800,000 in cash re- 
serves, thus leaving the reserve ratio un- 
changed at 78.3 per cent. 

Shifting of gold through the gold set- 
tlement fund proceeded on a smaller 
scale than during the previous week. 
The gold movement was away from New 
York, which reports a decrease of $20,- 
30C,000, largely toward Chicago, which 
shows an accession of $19,500,000 of 
gold for the week. 

Boston reports an increase of $8,100,- 
000'in its gold reserves, and Richmond 
$6,300,000, while smaller increases aggre- 
gating $2,900,000 are shown for the St. 
Leuis, Kansas City and Dallas banks, 
as against a ‘total decrease of $10,100,000 
| reported by the five other Reserve banks. 
Total gold reserves show a gain of 
$6,400,000. 

Holdings of paper secured by Govern- 
| ment obligations show a further decrease 
for the week from $130,400,000 to $124,- 
000,000. Of the total held, $103,200,000,

The code holds that advertising is a 
covenant with the public, and that it is 
as binding on performance as an oath 
in court; that, no matter how large 
the volume of trade, personal service 
to the consumer must be maintained at 
a high standard, and that misleading 
trade expressions or symbols are uffair 
to the buyer and are prohibited. 

Will Hays, arbiter of moving picture 
affairs, went back to his former occu- 
pation, that of running the Post Office 
Department, in his talk to the clothiers 
before he began to tell them what he 
hopes the movies will accomplish.
